The Old Arctic Trails 


Are Helping Amundsen—Nansen's 
Dash For The Pole Recalled 
~~» 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 1.— 
Trails, blazed across the Arctic ice 
back a quarter - of a century ago by* 
Fritz of Nansen, Norwegian explorer 
were expected to be followed for a 
distance by Nansen’s fellow country- 
men, Captain Ronald Amufdsen, dis- 
coverer, of the South Pole, when he 


‘Left Nome, Alaska, recently, on an 


attempt to drift‘across or near the 
North Pole. 

Nansen, in 18085, attempting the 
same drift, sailed around Russia and 
Siberia and locked his boat; the Fram 
In the ice off the New Siberian is- 
lands, which Me in the Arctic north 
of Siberia, Amundsen, on 
Nome, said he planned to sail to the! 
same New Siberian islands, let his 
boat, the Maude, freeze in the ice 
and then allow the winds and cur- 
rents to carry him where they wish- 
ed. 

Explorers’ theories that an’ Arctic 
Ocean current starts near the New 
{Siberian islands, runs through the 
Polar sea, across or near, the pole, 
and finally ends at Greenland, in the 
Atlantic, were used by both Nansen 
pans Amundsen as a base upon which 
they made thoir plans. _ 

Existence of the current has been 
disputed by many Arcti¢ authorities, 
who claimed the wind and not the 
current determined the route of the 
ever-drifting polar ice. Nansen, one 
of the first advocates of the theory 
pointed to the fact that wreckage 
from the exploring craft, the Jeanet- 
te, destroyed near the Sew Siberian 
islands, was found two years after 
the wreck along the Greenland coast.

Lulu Island farm*lands vary in a 
most marked d . This is perhaps 
true of all made” land, the alluvial 
deposit which settles one day being 
covered the next with shifting sands. 
Sometimes a one-acre “farm” {s as 
streaked as the ¢amily. bacon, layers 
of heavy clay, silt, and sand alternat- 
ing. This results in varying yields, 
and the condition fs only remedied 
by the use of fertiliser. One field 
may yield. 100 byshels of oats to the 
acre, while across the fence a -beg- 
garly 30 bushels in the result. This 
the farmer is largely responsible for. 

Near Bridgeport, Sexsmith, and 
Camble may de seen some of the fin- 
est crops ever grown anywhere. Near 
Branscomb is an oat field where the 
binder could only cut half a ewath, 
the grain being eo high and ‘heavy 
that a full cut choked the machine, 
and the sheaves would not pass 
through. This field ~will yield well 
over 140 bushels per acre. Wheat in 
the same vicinity should thresh 60 
bushels, while several of the barley, 
hay, and rye crops would turn an ex- 
perimental farm green with 
envy. Reeve Bridge, of Richmond, 
boasts a ¢<fop of hay this season 
which makes other records look 
small, From 36 acres, 180 tona were 
cut, or an average gf five tons per 
acre. At $30.00 # ton, this looks Nke 
35,400.00, 

Over on No. 1, road, running south 
trom the North Arm of the Fraser to 
Steveston, {s a section of country re- 
minding the visitor of the Alberta 
prairie.

Road Foundations 
Need Real Thought 


Important Peatare o€ Highway Baild- 
ing is Rolling. 5 


At the present time when the Do- 
minion and Provincial Governments 
are appropriating vast sums for high 
way construction and cities, towns, 
villages and counties ‘are selling de- 
bentures for ing funds for the 
roads which they are and intend: 
building. This applies more par- 
ticularly to roads built in the small- 
er tqwns and counties as in the darger| 
citiés the matter of proper founda-| 











jtons is usually well taken care of. 


In many localities there exists to- 
day waterbound macadam roads 
which have outlived their usefulness 
as such and which in many instances 
can, if having a sufficient thickness 
of metal, with a small amount of 
shaping, be used as foundations for 
any of the various classes of bitumin- 
ous pavements, doth hotmix and 
penetration types. 

Should the macadam be in bad 
shape, it should be scarified and the 
{rregularities eliminated by an even 
layer of new stone which should Be 
well rolled before the new surface is 
put down. Care should de taken in 
scarifying not ‘to remove too much 
jor the old surface. Particularly 
when widening a road or when the} 
old crown is high, the centre of tne! 
;Toad is often ripped up and the stone 
i verkes. to the sides, thereby weaken- 
ing the proposed foundation at the 
most important point. When an old 
macadam road with a high crown 
is Intended to be used for a founda- 
tion, the metal in the centre of the 
road should be left intact and the 
slides brought to the desired thick- 
ness and grade. This insures a firm 


foundation in the centre of the road|_ 


over which most of the traffic will 
travel. : 

A new rolled stone foundation re- 
gardless of subgrade, should never 
be less than six, or if heavy traffic 
{s expected less than nine in inches tn 
thickness. To-day with the great de- 
mand for mileage an important. fea- 
ture in foundation construction Is 
often sighted that of thorough rolling 
Many materials and mixtures laid on 
foundation which have not been 
sufficiently compacted have been the 
subject of much criticism on account 
of thelr failure to standup under 
‘traffic, Modern traffic demands 
smooth pavements which can only be 
obtained by having well consolidated | 
foundations.

Toronto can always count on the 
C.P.R. to provide a unique and at- 
tractive exhibit for the Toronto 
Fair, and this year if anything the 
C.P.R. Exbibit bas surpassed all 
previous records for originality and 
artistic’ execution. In order to 
yisualise the romance as well as the 
majestic scenery of the Canadian 
Pacific hockies, a Sun Dance Lodge 
‘based upon a Stony Indian model has 
been reconstructed and decorated 
with Indian relics and sporting 
trophies—fine heads and priceless 
skins, The Exhibit {s under the dl- 
rection of Mr.. Norman Luxton, 
‘editor of the “Crag and Canyon” of 
Banff, who has spent most of “his 
life on the trails and passes of the 
Rockies, camping, fishing and hunt- 
ing, and who is’aleo an authority on 
Indian art. He is assisted by his 
wife, daughter of the late Rev. 
John McDougall, one of the earliest 

missionaries In Western Canada, and 
herself the Grst white woman born 
in Alberta. 

The first thing noticed on enter- 
ing the C.P.R. Exhibit is Ahe huge 
Sun Burst which throws’ its rays 
around the gigantic Lodgé in which 
are garnered the side scenes pom 
traying in miniature form some of 
the gorgeous settings which none 
but the Canadian Pacific Rockies 
can produce. The roof. of the In- 
diun Lodge ts hand painted with 
symbolic writings and signs typical 
of the Rocky and Plains Indians. 
The side einbellishments are finished 
in white birch, the bark .of which 
was always a favorite with the In- 
Jian not only for the construction 
af his canoe but for the building of 


a camp fire. On each side of the 
entrance, office accommodation has 
been worked into the setting where 
information of every description can 
be obtained and telegraph service 
is also installed. This has the tepee 
finish and real Indian tepee poles 
transported from,the West for the 
purpose have been used. The light- 
ing effect of these interiors with 
miniature Indian tepees as shades 
produces an effect of entrancing 
beauty. 

The scene from Sulphur Mountain 
overlooking Banff Springs Hotel in 
the foreground, and the beautiful 
Rundle and Tunnel Mountains, and 
the stretch of the Bow River in the 
background !s highly realistic. A 
fine model of the C.P.R.’s famous 
bostelry built specially fcr the oc- 
casion ts shown electrically Illumi- 
nated and gives the visitor the im- 
pression that he is paying a visit 
to Banff instead of sweltering under 
the’ atmosphere of an exhibition. 
The Banff Hot Springs, famous for 
their heakh giving qualities were 
known to the Red men long years 
ago and accidentally discovered by 
some engineers when surveying for 
the C.P.R. The huge swimming tank 
hidden from the view, but situated 
directly in front of the hotel has a 
depth of water of from tkre¢e to 
eight feet, and is one of the great 
summer attractions. The Sow River 
scene in the back of the picture re- 
minds one of an opaf with its pale 
green color, and its ever chang:ng}. 
fires. The scene cannet be eclipsed 
for grandeur, although Lake Louise 
depicted on the other side of the 
tent certaintly gives it a close run- 


ning. This panorama ts the repre- 
sentation of what meets the eye of 
the tourist looking for the grandeurs 
of Lake Louise from almost any spot_ 
behind the Chateau with a glimpse 
of the wonderful lake and gigantic 
glacier and mountains in the rear. 
The Victoria Glacier which forms 
the background feeds the lake which 
is shown by real water, while the 
towering peaks of Mount Lefroy and 
Mount Aberdeen are observed in the 
distance. The frieze of Indian 
decorations and the magnificent 
transparencies lend a perfect finish 
to the whole Sua Dance Lodge 
effect. The remaintsg sides of the 
“Lodge” are of typical white birch 
interspersed with panelling of real 
Indian mats made from cedar bark, 
and there are many reproductions in 
miniature of the famous Totem poles 
from Alert Bay. There is also on 
exhibition a very valuable collettion 
of Indian relics from the West Coast, 
all of which are original, and many; 
over a hundred years old. They, 
include eating and cooking utensils: 
made of wood and whalebone, bows! 
and arrows, coffins and tom-torns,, 
cedar chests and model Indian’ 
houses. The illumination effect is 
perfect comprising some five hundred, 
lights. The panoramas were ex- 
ecuted by Mr. Hal Ross Perrigard, 
assisted by Mr. A. Robinson, and the 
decorations by Mr, Perrigard as- 
sisted by Mr, James Crockart, all; 
Canadian. The models were made by; 
Henry Morgan & Co. of Montreal;

Queer Plant , 

“Tul-Tul,” as the natives call it, is 
the most wonderful vegetable plant in 
the world. ; 

It grows on certain South Pacific 
islands and in appearance is like a 
giant turnip, but blood-red in color, 

To the white man, it Is a very tough 
and tasteléss vegetuble. To the na- 
tives, hewever, It is a main Item of 
their diet. They cook it and mix it 
with thelr coconut and breadfrult, for 
it is supposed to be very nourfkhing. 
They cultivate the plant in a rough 
sort of~fashion In large ditches or 
swamps. 

Its most peculiar feature ix that it 
haz to be fed, and for this purpose the 
native children go over the Island col- 
lecting all decayed vegetable matter. 
This is soaked in-plenty of.salt water 
and is'then taken in armfuls‘to the 
plants and put ib the center of the leaf- 
stems or on the short, thick stem from 
which the leaves spread out on every 
side. : ¢ 

Slowly, but sureiy, the decayed mat- 
ter disappears, thé leaves stiffen and 
spreid out erect—signs, apparently, 
that the plant has dined heartily. for

tolerable; any sort of change would 
be a relief. 

“Tinnitus has a wide range of in- 
tensity extending from slight and 
very brief attacks to those in which 
the noise {s permanently present dur- 
ing waking hours and {s'seldom ban- 
ished from consciousness, even by in- 
tense mental pre-occupation. In this 
respect it is worse than many chronic 
pains, which, although not removed, 
are lable to be forgotten temporarily 
when the mind {s engrossed by in- 
tense thinking. 

“Tinnitus, even in {ts acute forms, 
can nearly always be removed by 
judicious treatment. Even {n chronic] 
cases there is encouragement. 
persons of middle age who have had 
tinnitus for years despite earnest and 
persistent efforts to find a cure have 
abandoned hope, but many of these 
are curable. The great progress made 
by otology in Tecent years justifies 
a hopeful prognosis in many cases 
which formerly were regarded ag in-} 
curable. 

“To sufferers from tinnitus reef 
and cure are the matters of para- 
mount interest, and they should heed

Hiero’s boxt, as decribed by Athenaeus, was one year building. Three 
hundred skilled workmen, with numerous subordinate Journeymen, were 
employed in preparing the woodwork. After the hull had been completed 
it was drawn to the sea by means of a helix, invented by. Archimedes, and 
in six months it was ready for Bea. 

The hull of the vessel was completely sheathed with plates of lead, 
which were fastened to the woed by thousands of large brass spikes, riveted 
by means of plugs of lead, under which was placed cloth impregnated with 
pitch to prevent\leakage. An fron Palisade surrounded the deck to repel 
boarders. : 

There were three decks and 20 banks of oars. There were upholster- 
ed apartments for the sailors and soldiers, immense kitchens and store 
rooms for provisions In the stern of the boat, and numerous dining rooms 
and lounging apartments. All the floors were inlaid with mosaics repre- 
senting the story of the Iliad. All the ornamentation was of the costliest 
charagter and of marvelous workmanship. There were gymnasiums and 
walks, gardens of all sorts, ‘of the most wonderful beauty, enriched with 
all sorts of plants and shaded by roofs of lead and tiles. The tents were 
roofed with growing boughs of white ivy, planted in large tanks of earth.” 
There was a temple devoted to Venus, with agate floors of the most beau- 
tif@, stones and with walls and doors of ivory and citron wood, and fur-

Winn'peg, Sept. 22.—Amendments 
to the Manitoba Temperance Act, 
Dassed at the last session of the 
Legislature, will be. proclaimed at 
once if the liquor referendum, to te 
taken Oct. 25, condemns intér-Pro- 
vincial trade, ft is announced by the 
Provincial Government. . 

The. amendment, roughly, provide 
that“Hquor trading shall be taken 
from the wholesalé druggists and 
handled by the Provinc'al Govern- 
ment. *

Montreal, Sept. 22—Some — details 
of the aerial survey of southern 
Labrador, made by an expeditionary 
party about ma year ago, were giyen 
recently by Major Daniel Owen; “who 
was a member of the expedition and 
who is now in Montreal at the Ritz- 
Carlton.” The steamer which’ was 


commissioned for the expedition ‘was |’ 


equipped with airplanes and a hydro- 
plane, and manned by men experienc- 
é€d in land survey and timber lore, 
aerial photography and other require- 
ments of the work Jn hand. 4 

In reviewing some of the work of 
the party Major Owen stated that 
they took 15,000 photographs, and 
elaborated estimates, based on checks 
and measyrements made on the earth, 
over 2,500 square miles of territory 
ground the basins of the Alexis, Gil- 
bert and St. Mary's. rivers. They 
found that the rugged and barren 
coast line was but a fringe of some 
twenty miles in extent and that ‘be- 
yond it there lay one of the most 
generously forested countries in 
Canada. 

Sufficient faith had been previous- 
ly given, Major Owen observed, to 
lead to a project, backed by Europ- 
ean capital, and countenanced by the 
Royal Bank of Scotland, ¢o suggest 
practical development of the timber 
areas within these regions. The 
scheme, however, was overtaken by 
the financial discouragement of the 
war and went into abandonment. 


New Company Formed. 


Following the evidence brought 
forth by the aerial survey—the first

ag the Southern Labrador Pulp & 
{Paper Co., in’ which American cap- 
‘Mol has been enlisted,” vwith the idea 
,of installing a 400-ton pulp mill, 


j with four saw mill units of 50,000 


feet per day capacity, “to exploit 
this great Labrador timber preserve, 
and bring its productivity into the 
markets of the world. Major Owen 
says that there is assurance in the 
statements that operations will be 
begun there next year. The scheme 
provides for the location of the pulp 
mill on the Alexis river, with power 
developed from the falls of the Gil- 
bert river, which also flows through 
the territory Mr. Jamea Munroe, 
president of the Canadian Cordage 
Co., and director of the Imperial 
Tobacco Co., of Newfoundland, is a 
member of the new company, which 
has been promoted by W. F. O'Con- 
nor, formerly chairman of the Board 
of Commerce. 

Major Owen, in speaking of the 
Labrador timber area, involved in 
this project, said that the old super- 
stition of barren Ihnds had been dis- 
sipated by the aerlal expedition, 
which he accompanied. Once beyond 
the rocky belt of the shore line, the 
area iis all virgin timber, without a 
barren spot. It fs estimated that 
there is sufficient forest to keep the 
proposed pulp mill golng in. perpe- 
tulty. Ninety per cent. of the timber 
{s spruce, which, owing to natural 
conditions, {s harder and firmer than 
the spruce, cf more southerly lati- 
tudes,-and yields more pulp to the 
ton, He says that every concetvable 
test has been applied to determine 
the quality of the timber, as well as 
its quality, and that American 
analysts have pronounced the Labra- 
dor spruce equal to producing the fin- 
est pulp In the world. 

Another point elucidated by the 
aerial expedition was as to the adapt- 
ability of the soil of Labrador to 
agricultural pursuits, the fact being 
more generally promulgated that the 
soll and ollmate of these comparative- 
ly unknown regions ere capable of 
producing vegetables in variety and 
of ylelding a very fruitful return for 
labor expended in cultivation. The 
Alexis, St. Mary’s and Gilbert. rivers, 
Major Owen says, are navigable for 
steamers for thirty-five miles from 
the coast.

Industry Now Watching 
for Cheaper Steel 


NEW YORK, Sept: 21.—The Iron 
Age Bays: 

Following the check given to buy- 
ing by the recession in the automo- 
bile industry, the steel market has 
been drifting into quieter times. No 
new influences are yet recognized 
that promise an early return’ to ac- 
tivity, and both buyers and sellers 
look to the later weeks of the year 
to clear up the present widespread 
uncertainty as to prices. 

The cancellations ‘of finished steel 
by automobile manufacturers, 2s re- 
ported from time to time in the past 
two. months, have made lttle-or no 
impression upon the crowded order 
books of the mills, but each week is 
bringing out new cases of curtail- 
ment in foundry ordere placed by 
automobile factories or by plants 
making parts or equipments for 
them. 

The economical policy of the rail- 
toads is made clearer by the large 
amount of work set on foot in the 
repair of tracks, cars. and locomo- 
tives, steel companies are getting 
track supply orders and car and loco- 
motive works are busy on old rolling 
stock, but new rai] and equipment 
orders will wait. 

However, In the last 100,000 ‘tons 
of ralls for the B. and 0., and 15,- 
000 to 20,000 tons for the Norfolk 
and Western are under consideration 
and 9 number of roads are placing 
qu@tas on the steel corporation's 
books. In the west the Santa Fe is 
expected to buy 120,000 tons, while 
the Iilinois Central has-made reser- 
vations for 60,000 tons. Present in- 
dications are that 800,000 to 1,000,- 
000 tons will be ordered by western 
roads, though something \will de- 

nd on the price.

Swedish 8-Hour Law 
is Not Satisfactory 


Goverament Coulmittee Recommends 
Tint .t bs Suspended and Re- 
vised. - 

STOCKHOLM, Sept; 21.—A_ Gov- 
ors ment committee, which has in- 
ve:cigated the operation of the efght- 
hour law enacted by the Liberal- 
Socialist Eden Government, has just 
recommended that the law be sus- 
pended and revised. It advocates that 
the length of the working day should 
be made dependent upon a mutual 
agreement between employers and 
employes and that some provision be 
made for longer working hours un- 
der certain circumstances. 

The committee was unanimous in 
finding that the expectation that the 
measure would encourage industry 
on the part of the workers has not 
been realized. It reports that in no 
single line of work have the em- 
ployees shown any greater efficiency 
or energy, that there has been a con- 
siderable decline in production. It 
says that several big plants are on 
the verge of closing down, because 
they cannot be made‘to earn profits 
owing to heavy charges for increased 
housing facilities for workers, higher 
pay rolls and the high cost of ma- 
chinery. 

The committee's investigation cov- 
ered a period of eight months. Un- 
der the law heavy fines on employers 
wete authorized for «infringement 
and councils of employers; employees 
and Government representatives 
were established to consider any de- 
parture from the eight-hour working 
day established under the law.

‘In’ the’ Montreal Gazette appears 
the following interview with him on 
the Jrish question: © ~ 

“One ofthe old school: of: Irish 
gentlemen, who has written some- 
thing of the folk lore of his country, 
and has stood behind Parnell and 
Redmond in Parliament, as spokes- 
man for the Irish people, was ‘in 
Montreal yesterday, namely , Sir 
Thomas Esmonde who, with Lady 
Esmonde and their daughter, is here 
to spend.a vacation, in a country, 
which, as he put it at the Windsor 
yesterday, had afforded him many 
of his most pleasing recollections. 

Sir Thomas has, in past years, 
found healthful recreation {n visit- 
ing the hunting grounds which Can- 
ada has tb offer. He has fished for 
salmon in Nova Scotia, and sought 
for grizzly bear and moose in Brit- 
ish Columbia, in past years. On this 
occasion he is bent on breaking new 
ground in his experience, and will 
engage in a moose hunting trip in 
Wyoming. . While he Is following one 
of his favorite pursuits, In the west, 
Lady Esmonde and Miss Esmonde 
will take advantage of the opportun- 
ity to visit old friends in the prov- 
ince of New Brunswick. 

“It would be transparently fool- 
ish,” Sir Thomas said, when asked 
to express some appreciation of the 
condition of things in Ireland, “‘to 
attempt to conceal the fact that mat- 
ters are for the present, in a very 
bad way.” He conveyed the impres- 
sion, however, that In the dest 
thought of Ireland, which naturally 
Meant the great preponderance of 
hope in the country, there was pro- 
mise that the crisis would be sur- 
mounted and that things would come 
around all right in the end. Through 
the disturbances and violence of the 
time, he suggested that there might 
be already unconsciously dawning 
the advent of a newer day, when 
factions set in hostility through ill- 
concelved ~ notions, caleulated to 
arouse the spirit of distrust and an- 
imosity, would be drawn together in- 
to the broader and nobler spirit, 
which took no count of religion or 
race, jn the affairs of the country, 
but yfelded to the truth that it was 
the man, and the man only, that 
counted, after all. 

“The thing would be settled in 
five minutes if people only had a 
little common sense,” was the way 
in which he summarized his opinion. 
He intimated concurrence in the idea 
that if the spokesmen for the people, 
north and south, would approach 
each other with extended hand, and 
a declaration ‘that they should seek 
to live togeth¢r in mutual confidence 
and trust, the way would be com- 
mensurably bridged toward reconclil- 
fation and: peace. Look at the chance, 
said he, that they missed a year ago, 
on the occasfon of the convention in 
Ireland, when, as I see it, everything 
essential was settled which stood for 
the hope of better things. Yet they 
failed, through the blindness of the 
extreme Tory element, which man- 
aged to render the work of the con- 
vention nugatory on the questions of 
customs and excise. “As I-see it 
today,” he sald, “the Irish matter 
was practically settled then; the ma- 
jor resolutions were carricd by out- 
standing majorities; and still the 
spirit was there to bring about a split 
on questions that need not have been 
raised at all.” 

“I took a small part,”’ said he, 
“in what they called the Peace Con- 
ference, {n London, only the other 
day. It was composed of quite un- 
official men, who tried to find a way 
out of the present impasse, and Lord 
MacDonald, one time Governor of 
the Northwest Provinces in India, 
moved a resolution in effect that 
Ireland should be given the same 
rights of self-government as possess- 
ed by the self-governing nations of 
the Indian Empire. Lord Shaftes- 
bury, several times mayor of Belfast, 
a very old figure in the north of Ire- 
land, supported that resolution,

Consequently 
the resolution of this or that group as to what 
they will have for their labor or their invest- 
ment amounts to little when the buying power 
of the other groups declines. The natural eco- 
nomic laws are always working to restore nor- 
mal conditions, but time is required for the op- 
eration. : .

JENNY LIND 


The 100th anniversary of the birth of Jenny 
Lind ig to be celebrated in New York on Oc- 
tober 6. Sweden, the land of her birth, and 
England and other countries where she sang, 
will also observe the day. Other American cit- 
jes will do the same. In New York, her first 
concert in that city, given September 11, 1860, 
will be reproduced, Freida Hempel rendering 
the same ariag and songs chosen by her great 
predecessor. The proceeds of the.concert are 
to go to the same charities that were benefit- 
ed by Jenny Lind’s first appearance there. 

It ig not alone her marvelous gift of song 
that causes the “Swedish Nightingale” to be 
remembered in this unusual fashion. It is, ra- 
ther, her personality, the impress left by her 
pure and radiant spirit, that has caused man- 
kind to thus cherish her in loving memory. 
Just before her departure for America, a cri- 
tic spoke of her as one who exercised the magic 
of art in its richest and most perfect measure, 
and added: ‘The simple truth can express it- 
self quite simply; it is purity of soul which 
speaks through all the artistic form.” 

Jenny Lind wrote to her parents a letter 
dated Boston, 27th September, 1850, in which 
she says: “Here everything is done on a large 
scale. The first ticket sold the day before yes- 
terday in this city for today’s concert (the first 
one given here) was sold for as much as $625! 
The tickets, you must know, were sold by, auc- 
tion. It is amazing what heaps of money they 
seem to have here.” 

But the golden stream flowing in upon her 
did not disturb her serenity or her ideals. Here 
is a paragraph from another Boston letter, writ- 
ten November 8: 1850: “It is indeed a great 
joy and a gift from God to be allowed to earn 
s0 much money and afterward to help one’s 
fellow-men with it. This is the-highest joy I 
wish for in this life; everything else has disap- 
peared from the many-colored course of my path 
on earth. Few know, though, what a beautiful 
and quiet inner life I am living. Few suspect 
how unutterably little the world and its splen- 
dor have been able to turn my mind giddy. , Her- 
rings and potatoes— a clean wooden chair, and 
& wooden spoon to eat milksoup with—that 
would make me skip like a child for joy.” 

At one of her Boston concerts a girl came 
to the ticket office, and after paying $3 for a 
ticket, remarked: ‘‘There goes half a. month's 
earning, but I am determined to hear Jenny 
Lind.””. The singer’s secretary heard the re- 
mark, and laughingly repeated it to. her; where- 
upon a $10 gold piece was put in his hand, and 
instructions to find the girl and give it to-her 
with Jenny Lind’s best compliments. Such kind 
acts were of dally decurrence, -

Ferdinand 
was busy playing and he had no in- 
tention of going to see what his 
mother wanted. Shoe watched his 
{nattentiveness for a while and then 
she took another tack: ‘!Ferdinand, 
did you hear me call you?” she said 
to her young hopeful. The latter 
took no notice, and finally his 
mother walked ‘into the house, #ay- 
ing: “I'll tell your father on you.” 
Of ‘course she intended doing noth- 


ing of the sort, and the boy knew |* 


it, so what sort of a man is he like- 
ly to make? 

The same day I heard a Jewish 
woman come out ef the house and 
call her boy from a game he was 
much interested. in. Like a shot 
he dropped everything and hurried 
to the call, which was to take the 
baby out for a walk in its carriage. 
I couldn't help noticing the Incident 
and wondering how many other lads 
of his size would have dqne what 
he had to do and was doing without 
comment. 

It's all in the bringing up snd how 
the children are started. The chil- 
dren of the middle ages were kept 
in their place—quite severely not in 
the habit of allowing the existence 
of their offspring to hecome an in- 
convenience efther to thelr comfort 
or peace of mind. 

We are letl to believe through the 
annals of Hterature that those chil- 
dren were models of decorum, and 
that ‘Honor thy father and thy moth- 
er that thy days maybe long, etc., 
was a precept held up before their 
eyes and adhered to witha perspiculty 
admirable in untutored minds of the 
young. 

Disobedience in thought, word or 
deed wax productive of direful re- 
sults. While a warm parental af- 
fection no doubt existed, it was not 
allowed to form a protecting buffer 
between young Egbert, Ethelred and 
the righteous indignation of, his 
paternal ancestor. 

Those children were a race 
young stoics. We read that they were 
silently uncommunicative In the pres- 
ence of their elders inva day when 
that. venerable adage “Children 
should be seen but not heard,” had 
no cause {for existence. 

It doesn’t necessarily follow, of 
course, that everything that was 
done in olden times was the best way 
of doing them, but there {is good 
reason for believing that we have 
something to learn from the old ways, 
and that our leniency is not making 
the young people any the happier as 
they grow up, because a man ‘or 
woman who has never learned dici- 
pline is Invariably restless and un- 
manageable in after life. The les- 
son thet has to be learned then !s a 
very difficult one to learn, and the 
world - is a hard teacher.—Guelph

NEW YORK, Sept. 23—In defi- 
ance of the order of. the British Ad- 
miralty the United States Mail Steam- 
ship Company’s Panhandle State 
sailed yesterday for the Irish port on 
her maiden voyage.

Is Fined $1000 for 
Selling to Spotter 


Sold Bottle of Whiskey to Govern. 
ment Spotter at Cobourg Horse 
Show ® 


The heaviest fine yet (handed out 
in police court in Cobourg, was the 
one given Thomas Blezard, George 
Street on Tuesday morning for sell- 
ing a bottle of whisky on August 
18th to Edward Blume, a govern- 
ment detective in the employ of the 
Ontario License Department, when 
Police Magistrate Floyd fined the de- 
fendant $1,000 and costs. According 
to Blume’s evidence he and another 
spotter named Henry went to Blez- 
ard’s house on August 18, Henry 
staying on the sidewalk. As Blume 
was opening the gate Blezard came 
out of the kitchén and asked what 
he wanted. Blume sald he’ want- 
ed a bottle of whisky, and Blezard 
called him down for coming to the 
house. Blezard finally consented to 
give him the whiskey and got it for 
him in the garage at the back of the 
house. Blume paid $6 for the bot- 
tle. Cross examined T. F. Hall, for 
the defence, Blume stated he had 
been with the department for about 
3 month> He was overseas four years 
and had spent two monthssprerious 
in Cobourg as a patient at the Co- 
bourg Military Hospital. The other 
spotter, Henry, also gave evidence 
aa to searching Blume before he went 
to Blezard’s and after he came out 
with the bottle. .The defendant's 
lawyer at first pleaded not guilty, 
but after the evidence was put fn, 
changed his plea to guilty, and ask- 
ed that the minimum fine of $200], 
be imposed, it being his first offenc. ;

Automobilists are” gre disgusted and 
alarmed at the soaring price of mo- 
tor fuel, but how will they feel when 
& few years hence it costs two or 
three times as much as now, Supply. 
is not keeping pace with demand and 
a continuing rise of the Product is 

The prospect seems to 
be: that electricity will largely take 
the place of gasoline. With the ‘ next 
quarter of a century we shall see in 
this country an immnsee develop- 
ment of great plants from which pow- 
er will be widely distributed.» Many 
such plants will de established at 
the mouths of coal- mines. Other, far 
more numerous, will utilize falling 
water for the production of electri- 
city,’ At intervals along ail impor- 
tant traffic roads will be charging 
stations, to re-load-the storage bat- 
terjes of auto-vehciles. The auto- 
motive storage ~ battery is steadily 
gaing ground. Already it is large- 
ly used for trucks, belong ‘found as 
convenient and economical as the 
gasoline engine where travel {gs hot 
extended over great distances. The 
electric storage locomotive has proy- 
ed for certain uses altogether satis- 
factory, and in the subterranean tun- 
nels of mines the same means of 
propulsion is today widely ‘adopted.

Danish and British Professors Seck- 
ing to Learn Secrets Regarding 


Life of the Eel. ~ 


CARDIFF, Wales, Sept. 24—Dr. 
Johannes Schmidt, a Danish scientist 
is searching the Atlantic between the 
Azores and the West Indies for 
spawning fresh water eels, which the 
eye of man has never seen: 

This announcement was made by 
Dr. W. A. Herdman, professor of oc- 
eunopgraphy at Liverpool University, 
in his presidential address before the 
annual ‘conference of the British As- 
sociation, 

“All the eels of the streams, and 
lakes of northwestern “Europe,” Dr. 
Herdman said, “live and feed and 
grow under our eyes without repro- 
duting their kind—no’ spawning’ eel 
has ever been seen. After Itving for 
yoars in immaturity, at last near the 
end of their lives the large male and 
female yellow 6els undergo a change 
in appearance and in nature. They ac- 
quire a silvery color and their eyes 
enlarge, and in this bridal attire they 
commence the long journey which 
ends in maturity, reproduction and 
death. 

“They migrate-in the autumn to 
the: coast, from the inshore seas to 
the open ocean <and still” westward 
and’ south to the mid-Atlantic, and 
we know not how much farther, for 
the exact. locality and manner_of 
spawning have still to be discovered. 
The youngest known stages of the Le- 
ptocephalus, the larval stage of cels,' 
have been found by Dr. Schmidt to 
the west of the -Azores, where” the’ 
water is over 2,000 fathoms in

not of course contend with the Eng- 
lish on anything like fair grounds; 
but the remedy was to bulid war 
ships at once, and an immense num- 
ber of torpedo boats, » ‘ \ 

Germany and Austria could place 
in the war many millions of men. A 
descent could. be rapidly made 
through little Belgium, notewith- 
standing the treaty, the scraps of pa- 
per,‘and Paris and the. whole of 
France would be overcome as the 
frontier fortresses wero so weak 
that they could not prevent the ad- 
vance of the German army. 

In the event of a continental war, 
England was in no position to fight. 
At the utmost, she could only send 
150,000 troops to the. continent to 
assist France. England could not 
have support from her cclonies. In- 
dia was In a state of unrest and was 
threatened’ by a war with Abyssinia, 
and could despatch no troops. The 
small army in Egypt was in confilct 
with rebellious Soudanese; Ireland 
in a state of congestion. Canada 
Imad only militia, which could not be 
used’ in war. Englands army would 
be composed of only six infantry di- 
visions, two mounted brigades, and 
trmy troops without columns and 
trains. 

Bernard! stated that these troops 
many of them were stntioned in the 
colonies.. England could only use 
her troops now ifn the colonies in 
case all was at peace therein. Ber- 
nardi adds: ‘‘In case of war, we 
should threaten and make trovble In 
the colonies.” He adds that in time 
of war every advantage should be 
laken, whether frauduient or not. 
He stated that the self-governing col- 
anies of England could bé complete- 
ly Ignored in case of war on the con- 
tinent. As to the maritime strength 
respectively, Germany had a displace- 
nient of 332,410—25 slips, 12 bulld- 
ing.

Industrialism - 
a Tyranny 


Principal of O.A.C. Says That the, 


Towns Have Been Given Undue, 

Advantages by Governments, 

“That the town ts dominant in 
these days is the result of.industrial 
development. We have built up our 
cities to,the detriment of country 
Ufe, Rural problems have been 
neglected by the Governments, espec- 
{ally {n Engiand and the United 
States,” sali President J. B. Reynolds 
M.A., of the ~ Ontario 
College, addressing the members of. 
the Theological Alumn{ of Victoria 
and Wycliffe Colleges. 

/.The Governments had favored the 
cities by protettive tariffs, whereas 
the farmers sell jn open market, he; 
waid, 

“In view of the present agitation 
for dgcreased milk prices and pro 
po action of the Board of Com- 
merce,” he proceeded, “I would like 
to state that if farm products were 
paid for at so much an hggr for labor 
expended, and charged for at the rate 
the mechanic‘in the city must have 
in order to support pis family, the 
food we eat would be the dearest of 
our commodities. 

“As an example ‘of.well-ordered 
British democracy, the present day 
Canadian city is a failure. The whole 
round .of town industry is divorced 
from nature and economic laws. In- 
dustrialism has begome & monstrous 
tyranny and most native-born~Cana- 
dians enter farming, business or tho 
professions, since they cannot endure 
the tyranny of industrial conditions. 
Also by reason of the dominance of 
the town, the country ts losing its 
freshness and distinctive originality 
—we see the invasion of the tele- 
phone, the rural delivery, motors and 
city fashions. 

“We must destroy by tariff revi- 
sion the preferencegiven to town in- 
duatries and have town and country 
competing on an eqtal basis. We 
must also encourage rutal organiza- 
tion for business and even for politi- 
cal purposes, while agriculture and 
country life mus’ certainly: be foster- 
ed by community organizations, rural 
credit societies and the like. 

“Above all things there Is needed 
a return to the type of rue. Cana- 
dian democracy which we are fast 
leaving behind,”

Since 1918 there has deen a close 
season on partridge, which ends on 
Nov. Sth of this year. This close sea- 
son seems to have had the desired 


result, For many years the unifmited |“ 


slaughter of Ontario's finest game 
bird went on unchecked. Then 
sportsmen took alarm. The  part- 
ridge; which used to be found in 
wood lots not am hour's run from 
Toronto, suddenly disappeared. Even 
to the desolate stretches of the Geor- 
gan Bay and in Muskoka ft became 
a rare birdy -His muffled drumming 
no longer thrilled the early trout 

fisherman with visfons of the autumn 
hunt. 

Three years’ close season, in which 
the killing of any partridge was for- 
bidden and three ideal springs dur- 
ing the resting period have ~ done 
wonders to repopulate scores of 
counties with the disappearing dird. 

And—more credit to the depart- 
ment— there is,a strictly litnited 
dag.” Only five partridge may de 
found {n a man’s possession, killed on 
any one day. Only five may be found 
in a man’s _possession at any one 
time. And only ten partridge may 
be killed by one man in any one 
season, 

If that isn’t giving the partridge a 
chance and at the same time giving 
alj.but:a game hog-.a .-remarkable 
amount of sport, what is? 

The United States sportsmen are 
very ‘much worried this year over the 
game bird and anima! situation, 
Cheap licenses and unlimited bags, 
and Jong open seasons are blamed 
for the destruction of game in many 
parts.of the States: -Willlam T, Horn- 
aday,- director of the New. York zoo- 
logical park, has a full page article 
in Isst week’s Sunday Tribune en: 
titled, “Thoughtless American Hunt- 
ers Are Killing Their Own Sport.” 
He.advocates far larger non-resident 
licensé fees, much shorter oper sea- 
sons and severely restricted limit 
to the number of all kinds of game 

that may be killed. 

In. some respects Ontario has, 
co-operate with the States in eared 
to some kinds of game, such as 
ducks and geese. If the United 
States permits the Hmitless Killing 
of wild dutks, there is no use re- 
stricting Canadian gunners, as ducks 
are migratory and our preserving of 
them would merely enlarge the Unit- 
ed States bags. Ducks may now be 
shot in Ontarlo from Sept. 1 to Dec, 
15, and the limit of one man is 200 
in a season. Sale of any game bird 
{s now prohibited and that Will save 
some wild ducks. 

In regard to deer the situation 
seems g00d. Mr. D. McDonald, 
deputy. minister of game and fisher- 
les, says that deer are abundant 
through the forested parts of the 
Province and especially in the coun- 
try north and west of Lake Superior. 
The short season and limit of one 
deer per hunter has helped 1 
their number.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Jn rebutting 
the arguments of Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney’s friends that the ex feme 
care given him and the precautions 
taken against blood poisoning make 
the duration of his fast less remark- 
able, it is suggested by some of the 
newspapers that this explaration 
would not be difficult to accept in 
his case, but seems to be illogical 
when It ts considered that there are 
elereri erg in Cork who 
bate beer abstaining from food for 
two days longer than, MacSyiney, 
and all of them seem tw be making 
quite as surprising an exhibition of 
endurance. 

To connection with this feature of 
the case, The Yorkshire Post says: 
“It {fs not only asserted that Mayor 
MacSwiney Is being fet, and this by 
direct orders of dignitaries of his 
church, but even the name of the 
sustaining tabloid from which it Is 
alleged he draws sufficient nourish- 
ment to remain allve is given.” 

Officials spokesmen in both Irish

The neceusity of find- 
ing“food to live upon has: every- 
thing “to do_with that>—As food 
grows scarce towarjs the ond of 
summer in the farthest northern 
places where birds: live, the birds 
there must find food © elaswhere. 
‘Ther naturally tura south and 
whea they find food. they have to 
Wide with the birds living there. 
The result is that’ soop “the food 
becomes scarce again and both 
the new-comers ané the old resi 
dents, so to speak, ‘wre forced to 
seek places where food is plenti- 
ful, So both of these flocks, to 
use a short term, fly away to the 
south until they find food again 
and encounter a third flotk. or 
group of the bird family crowding 
the locality and exhausting © the 
food supply. So in turn each 
flock presses for food upon the 
one in the locality next further to 
the south until we have a gen- 
eral movement to tne south of 
Practically all the birds until they 
Teach a point where the food sup- 
ply {s suMclent for all for the 
time being. 


WHY DON’T THE BIRDS STAY 
* SOUTH? 


The result of all this is that 
the south-land {s crowded with 
birds of all kinds. and the food 
sup is enough for all. But 
soon in following the laws of na- 
ture in birds, as-{n other ‘lying 
things, comes the time for breed- 
ing. The south-Isnd {is warm 
enough for nesting and hatching,

Penitentiary Sale 
to Yield Million|* 


¥dmonton Institution Stood On Top 

“Of a Valuable Coal Deposit ~ 
—_— +s 
Ottawa, Sept. 29.—The dominion 
of Canada is expected to vrofit hand- 
somely by the sale of the Edmonton 
venitentlary reserve, which contains 
valuable. coal mining property, and 
which, it Is stated, is soon to be of- 
fered for sale. An. order-in-council 
gazetted {his week gives formal no- 
tice that the tract of land established 
as a penitentiary in Alberta on July 
20th, 1906, shall cease to be a pen- 
itentiary from and after Sept. ist, 
1920. The penitentiary property at 
Prince Albert, Sask., becomes \the 
penitentiary for the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan, and shall 
continue to be designated as Saskat- 
chewan penitentiary. 

The lands contained in the Alberta 
tract are in the heart of the city of 
Edmonton, and a valvation of more 
than one million dollars has been 
placed upon them. The surface 
rights have been-sought by the city 
of Edmonton and others, and the 
-nining rights have also been the sub- 
ject of offers to the government at 
various times. 

For-some time coal has been 
mined in“the penitentiary reserve, 
and this has been used for heating 
the Edmonton’ penitentiary, as well 
as the Saskatchewan institution and 
ofher public’ buildings. It Js stated 
*hat the vein of cgal so far uncovered 
{fs only the beginning of a valuable 
deposit, and that a much more im- 
portant supply of fuol lies beneath 
that which is now being mined. Sev- 
eral mining companies are stated to
